I3IPORTAXT FROM JAPAS.
Ratlllcation of the Treaty with the United States

Earthquake In Slmoda One of the Largest ti-
tle In the Empire Destroyed Extrnovdlmiry
Experience of a Russian Prlarte.
From the North China Herald Extraordinary, we

take the subjoined interesting news from Japan
We have been favored from a private source with

the following extracts of a letter from an officer of
the United States steamer Powbattan :

" Powhattan, March 2, 1855,
Off the mouth of the Yang-tazc-kian- g. j

"We sailed from Simoda a week ago last Thurs-
day, expecting a run of about live days to Shanghai- -

" The exchange of the ratifications of the treaty
between the United Slates and Japan was made on
the 21st of February, and we sailed on the 22d.

"The island of iS'iphon, in which St tnoda is situ-

ated, was visited on the 23d of December Iry a severe
earthquake, which was most disastrous in its effects.
The city of Ohosaca. one of the largest in the Empire
was completely laid waste. Jeddo itself suffered
considerably, but has since suffered more serioudy
from the effects of an extensive conflagration. The
town of Simoda, on our arrival, presented a complete
scene of desolation and ruin. After the shock oi
the earthquake, the sea commenced bubbling up, as
it were, along the shore, and then receded with great
rapidity, and as 6oon returned with such increased
volume as to flood the whole town to tiie depth' of
six or seven feet, sweeping away houses, bridges and
temples, and piling them up in a mass of ruin.

u Five times during the day did the sea advance
and recede in this manner, spreading desolation far
and wide. The largest junks in the harbor were
driven from one to two miles above high water mark,
where we saw them lying high and dry. About 200
of the poor inhabitants lost their lives by the over-
flow, the remainder caving themselves by fleeing to
the mountains with which the town is surrounded.

" The Russian frigate Diana, having Vice-Admir- al

Pontiatine on board, was lying in tho harbor at the
time, engaged in finishing up the treaty they had
made with the Japanese. immediately after ihe
shock was felt, the water in tho harbor became eon-vulse- d

to such a degree in eddies and whirl nools. that
in tho space of thirty minutes she swung entirely
round forty-thre- e times, twisting her chains up into
knots ; so rapid was the motion that tho people on
board could not keep their feet, and all were made
giddy When the sea receded it left the frigate in S
feet water on her side, when her usual dra,ft was over
21 feet. On its return, it is stated, the water rose five
fathoms above its ordinary level.

"On its again receding, four feet only of war r re-
mained, so that they saw the stocks of their anchor
above the water. The heaving of the bottom of the
bay was then so violent that the frigate- although,
as I said, in only lour feet of water was moved
bodily past her anchor. The officers momently ex-

pected that the bay would become the outlet of the
subterranean fires, and that they would be engulphed
in it. When the frigate again floated they saw hoi-
ked and rudder, which had been renched off, floating
alongside, and the ship tilling with water, tfy get-
ting sails under her they managed to keep her afloat,
and the next day, things having got quiet onee more,
they hauled her off into deeper water. Occasional
shocks of earthquake still continued to by felt, but
none were attended with serious consequences

After repairing damages as well as thej could,
and having rigged a temporary rudder, and the wea-
ther becoming fine, they attempted to take the ship
round to another bay where sho would be Icsm ex-

posed, and they could complete repairs (Simoda be-

ing badly adapted to such a purpose;) butuheu
within seven miles of their harbor a gale sprung up,
the hundred Japanese boats that were, towing them
abandoned thorn, (not, however, till they bad got out
all the officers and crow,) and shortly after the gal-
lant ship sunk in deep water, the officers and men
saving only the clothes they stood in. Notwith-
standing all their misfortunes and the dangers
through which they had passed, they only lost one
man, and ho was accidentally killed by being jammed
by one of the guns which had gone adrift.''

ltcliglotis Persecution.
It may not be inappropriate at the present time, to

publish the following extracts from a speech of the
celebrated Dr. Chalmers. They are taken from his
speech as published in the Christian Observer, ed'f od
by the Rev. Mr. Converse. It was delivered in
Edinburgh, in 1829, when the subject of Catholic,
emancipation was occupying public attention ; and
it was said by the great Jeffrey, that " never had civ
quence produced a greater effect on a pojnitar assem-
bly, and that he could not believe that more had ever
been done by the oratory of Demos! henos; Cicero,
Burke or Sheridan1 But to the extracts : "

We ore not pro Catholic. We are not hjost'de,
neither are '.e indifferent to the Imhj cause of Pro-
testantism. I cannot answer for others : but, in
vindication of myself, 1 can at least say, it is in the
spirit of devotedness to thai cause that 1 come hetu ;

and because in this emancipation of Papists, I see for
Protestants a still greater and more glorious emanci-
pation.

" The truth is, that these disabilities have been as
a dead weight around the Protestant cause for more
than a century. They enlisted in opposition to it some
of the most unconquerable principles of nature: re-

sentment because ct injury, and the pride of adhtrenre
to a suffering cause. They have transformed the
whole nature of the contest, and by so doing, they
have rooted and given tenfold obstinacy to error.
They have given to our side the hateful aspect of
tyranny, while on theirs, we behold a generous and
high-minde- d resistance to wiiat they deem oppres-
sion."

Again : ' From the first introduction of this hetero-
geneous element into the question, the cause of truth
has gone backward It has ever since been met by
the unyielding defiance of a people irriiated, but not
crushed, under a sense of indignity. And this nota-
ble expedient for keeping down the popery of lie-lan- d,

has only compressed it into a firmness, and
closed it into a phalanx, which, till opened up by
emancipation, we shall find to be impenetrable. ;

Again: 41 It is not by our fears and our false alarms
that we do honor to Protestantism. A far moie be
fitting honor to the great cause, is tho homage of our
confidence, for what Sheiidan said of the Liberty of
the Press admits of most emphatic triplication ro this
religion of truth an 1 liberty.

' Give,' says ihe great orator, ,;give to inir.iMeis a
corrupt Mouse of Commons: give thfin a pliant and
servile House of Lords; give them the key-- ; of the
Treasury and ;he patronage of the Ctovvn, and give
me the Liberty of tLe Press, and with Ibis mighty
em:ine 1 will oveilbrovv ihe fabric ol corruption, ;,n i

establish upon it the riglaa and privileges oi" the
people.

J it like manner give the Catholics f Ireland their
cmaaeipatnnt ,-

- give thtm a sent ni the Purlin meat
the i.nuiitry ; ice than- a free and fujuaf yarliayoti'u,
in the H'hltci if the rr iliu ; give thi'.ni a pinn: ul tin
right ear f Majesty mid n roiec in his l ovnuls ; a mi
give me the circulation of the liible, and with this.

political equality of all icligious seels, are already
parts of our fundamental law ?

The War Policy of Alexander nmi Nicholas
'Contrasted,

The war v.hich broke, out between England and
France, after the peace of Amiens, though separated
from the preceding struggle by so short an interval,
was in its nature essentially n new war. The end of
the former struggle was the counteraction of the Re-

publican propaganda throughout Europe th object
of the second was resistance to the astonishing tal-

ents and boundless ambition of Napoleon. In the
same way it would, as it seems to us, be a mistake
to suppose that the war which we are, since the ter-

mination of the Conference at Vienna, called to wage
against the Emperor of Russia is by any means the
same oontesl as that the checkered fortunes of which
ha. tp! during the last vearj raised us alternately. to the
niziies-- t nope ana overwneimeu us in me ueepesi
depths of despondency. A new Sovereign has as- -

cended the throne, and maxims of a new and more
audacious policy seem to prevail. The Emperor
Nicholas commenced the war against Turkey by the
occupation of Moldavia and Wallachia, under the
impression that it ws impossible to effect a union
between England and France, or to concentrate upon
himself the energies of two Powers so seldom hith-
erto ranged on the same side. Had the Czar thought
otherwise, there is very good reason to believe that
Menschikoff would never have been sent to Constan
tinople : Gortschakoff would never have crossed the
Pruth, and we should have been spared the slaughter
and the misery which will render the year 1854 mem-
orable in the annals of the human race. Indeed, so
soon as the Emperor had discovered his mistake, he
showed unequivocal symptoms of a wish to reinice
his steps, and defer his enterprise against the Otto-
man Empire to a more convenient moment. Strate-
gical reasons forced him to change his offensive for
defensive movements, and views of State policy had
taught him the necessity of assuming at least the
semblance and outward show of moderation. The
Emperor Nicholas gave his assent to the Four Points
as demanded by the allies, with what mental reserv-
ations or concealed intentions we shall never know,
for the grave closed over him and them just at the
mcment when the opening of the Conference . t Vi-

enna was about to put bis sincerity to the test. lie
died, that ambitious despot, that insatiable aggressor,
and strange to say, with him has died all hopes of a
reasonable or moderate accommodation all chance
of a peace which both sides may subscribe without
dishonor.

His son and successor was said to be of a milder
temper than his father, less grasping, less ambitious,
and more addicted to the arts of peace, lie lias only
reigned for six weeks, and in that short period how
completely have all such illusions been dispelled !

He who inherited from his father a pledge to consent
to the diminution of the power of Russia to Ihe Jilack
Sea, has solemnly announced to his people his inten-
tion of treading in the footsteps oi Peter, of Cathe-
rine, and of Nicholas, and invoked the curse ol Hea-
ven on his hand should it ever sign anything dery-tin- g

in the slightest degree from the power and
predominance of Russia. We were willing to ascribe
this outburst of arrogance and fanaticism to the difli-culti- es

of a new reign, and tho necessity of counter-
acting suspicions raised by the reputed moderation of
the young Emperor's character. We are now f itally
undeceived. The plenipotentiaries of the Czar at
Vienna, though professing to negotiate on the basis
of the Four Points, pereniptoiily reject the proposi-
tion of making the Euxinc a neutral sea, and any
demand for the limitation of the naval force of Rus-
sia within its waters.

Thus, then, Russia formally declarer? that she will
submit to no limitation of that power which she has
been so long collecting for tho purpose of crushing
Turkey, and that, if we do make peace, it can only
be on the terms of leaving the victim she Ins marked
out for herself to her fate. Now, then, for the first
time, the mists ol diplomacy aro dispelled, and we
see matters really as they are. Our own POSltlOli'T
and that of our antagonist, what he asks, and what
we are expected to concede, are all plain and clear.
We are no longer making war to prevent Russia as-

suming the protectorate of the Greek Christians in
Turkey, or gaining a preponderating influence in her
councils. We are called upon to sign h peace which
Bhall deliver up our ancient ally bound hand and foot
to the mercy of her opprfssor, and to stand an un-

concerned looker on, while the Empire of Turkey,
shaken to its very centre hy the events of the last
twelve months, is finally overthrown by the very
hands from which we have sought to shield her.

Are we prepared to accede to these humiliating
terms'? Are we prepared, because we have appar-
ently been foiled in our first enterprise, to surrender
the hard won honor of our arms, the world-wid- e

glory of our name to sutler Europe to become the
aponage of a barbarous despotism, reserving to our-
selves the miter-abl- comfort that our remote position
and insular defences will secure that we shail he de-

voured the last ? If these things would be intolera-
ble to a second-rat- e State, they can hardly be less
unacceptable to England; and there seems, therefore,
no other alternative but to address ourselves to war.
and put forth in the quarrel the best and utmost of
our strength. Nor are there wanting many grounds
which encourage us to hope that by patience, persc-- i

verdict:, and self-denia- l, wc may bring this struggle,
like so many former ones, to successful issue. Our
enemy is cooped up within his own dreary dominions,
the patient policy of an innocent blockade must wear
out his strength and desdoy his finances, and the
enormous armaments which he is forced k maintain
on a war footing, must be still more fatal to th.ir
own country than to their enemies.

We have a brave and faithful ally, already tested
in numberless dangers and trials, whose powerful

will e er be with us in the hour of need
Every month that passes over our heads will tend to
ripen our military resources, and rub off the accumu-
lated rusi of a long and enervating peace. The pub-
lic opinion of Europe is with us, and, if Courts and
Sovereigns vacillate in their resolution, the people
whom they govern do not. Prussia may constitute
herself a temple for the reception and ification of
the old clothes of the Emperor of Russia; Austria
may at the last moment shrink from community of
danger with those whose councils and opinions she
has hitherto shared ; Turkey shaken, paralyzed and
exhausted, may leave the task of defending her
frontiers and avenging her wrongs in foreign hands;
but, with or without these supports, united France
and England are strong enough in such a quarrel to
tight the battle of civilization, and restore to Eastern
Europe a freedom and independence which Eastern
Europe dares not to sitike for herself.

The great b:ittle we have to fight is, alter all. ..ot
abroad, hut at home. Grant us the victory over our
own corruptions, and we can easily deal with the open
force of a barbarous enemy. Hut the two campaigns
ought to begin together. While we ar pressing
Russia on the North and South, we accomplish noth-
ing, unless we deal with equal vigor with inte;-- line
mischiefs. That this countiy should be governed at
such a moment by a league of a few great families,
that the administration of our war department should
be abandoned to a valetudinarian: that our war de-

partment should le worked on principles solemnly
condemned and unrelentingly adhered to: that the
coointry should distrust the government, that the gov-

ernment should have no confidence in itself, and as
little in those it employs ; and that Parliament should
witness all these things and make no effort to amend
them this is more fatal to our interests than all the
myriads of half-starve- serfs that are marshalled be-

tween the Baltic ami the Kuxine, or all the hordes
of Cossacks and H; td.kirs who rove between ihe for-

ests of the Ukraine and the frozen morasses of Eamt-Bchatk- a.
